known as The Chicago Times, also the 
Sunday

newspaper is so lewd, wicked, scandal- 
ous, indecent, infamous and obscone 
that the same would be offensive to the 
Court here, and improper to be placed 
upon the records thereof. 
Wherefore 


the Grand Jury aforesaid do now set 
forth the said newspaper in Jtlie indict- 
ment to tho manifold corruption and 
subversion of tho youth ami citizens, in 
their minds, morals, manners, conversa- 
tions and in contempt of law.
